EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tine clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

EXAMINER'S COMMENTS/ Response to Amendment 

2. The declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed 26 August 2010 is sufficient to 
overcome the rejection of the claims based upon Declarant's representation that 
Applicant's process for forming a film from a solution containing tetramethyl ester 
homopolymer does not involve a sol-gel/ colloidal process like that of Floch (US'266) 
(Affidavit, p. 2, pars. 7 and 9) and that experimental data shows that both the process 
and the result of Floch's process are substantially different from that of Applicant's {id. at 
pars. 8-12). 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 35-51, 62, and 63 are allowed as patentably distinct over the closest prior 
art of record. The closest prior art of record is Floch et al. (US 5,698,266). 

Regarding Claims 35 and 62, Floch et al. (US'266) teach a method of forming a 
silica film coated on a substrate by applying a colloidal silicon alkoxide sol-gel, 
comprising silicic acid tetramethyl ester (aka tetramethyl orthosilicate or 
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tetramethoxysilane), coating a substrate with the silica precursor formulation, and curing 
the silica precursor formulation onto the substrate in a vaporous ammoniacal 
environment. US'266 fails to anticipate or to suggest fairly a step of dissolving silicic 
acid tetramethyl ester homopolymer in a solvent to form a solution. 

No other prior art that anticipates or fairly suggests the instant claims has been 
located as of the date of this office action. 

Therefore, independent Claims 35 and 62 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
Claims 36-51 and 63 are allowed as depending from the allowed independent claims.
